The report of the Committee on Pian 
and Scope provides for a permanent 
bureau in Washington for the exhibition of 
the resources of the Southern Stateg and for 
the general iaformation of capital and labor, 
the expenses of the bureau to be paid by 


pro rata contributions from the States. 
Also a sub-Dureaug in each State 
through which exhibits should be 
forwurded to Washington, to be in charge 
of the Commissioners of Agriculture Labor 
or Immigration, who should verify ah infor- 
mation filed with the bureau. A small com- 
mission would be allowed on sales made 
through the bureau. 

A committee of one member from each 
State and the District of Columbia was pro- 
vided for, to be appointed by the chair, and 
a meeting to be held in Washington to which 
the Governor of each State would appoint 
delegates and to which the Governors would 
be invited, to prefect details of the organi.

during the session was 308. Out of this 
totel the highest number of absences on 
the list reached 282, charged against Rep- 
resentative Dalzell of Pennsylvania, and 
the lowest was 224, Mr. Gear of Iowa being 
entitled to the least discredit in the 
‘contest for absentee dishonors.

VALUABLE aCQUAINTAROCESHIP. 


The bill of expenses incurred in retaining 
the duty on lead ore which the St. Joseph 
Lead Oc. aske the other lead interests of 
the State to share in paying, adds an in- 
teresting incident to the history of the re- 
cent tariff struggle. 

The bill amounts to $8,438.70, all of 
which the St. Joseph people say they have 
expended in securing the privilege of tax- 
ing the American people on lead ore. As 
the distributors of this tax fund give no 
account of the items of expenditure 
it would be difficult for the people to un- 
derstand why so much money would be 
needed to secure a tax ostensibly levied 
for the public welfare, if some light had 
not been thrown upon it by one of the 
beneficiaries of the tax. 

Vice-President Desloge of the Desloge 
Lead Co. kindly explains that the money 
was expended in ‘‘a legitimate way in 
putting the matter before the Ways and 
Means Committee. One of the legiti- 
mate ways of spending the money was in 
„getting acquainted with the mem bers of 
the committee. ‘‘If you think, naively 
remarks Mr. Desloge, Lou can get ac- 
quainted with people in Washington with- 
out spending anything you want to try it. 
It costs moner to go to Washington and it 
costs money to eat and drink there. 

It would be interesting to learn with 
more exactness the price of the acquaint- 
ance of Mr. Wilson and his associates on 
the Ways and Means Committee, and 
whether the price is the same for members 
of the Senate Finance Committee or 
is higher on account of superior dignity. 
It would also be interesting to know how 
this price is paid—through the lobby, 
over the bar or asa straight tip’’ to the 
member or his servant. It would be as 
interesting to learn whether the range of 
price is expressed in beer and sandwiches, 
champagne and oyters or the various de- 
nominations of currency. 

But enough is known to enlighten the 
people on legislation. Weknow why the 
petition of Coxey failed where the peti- 
tions of the Sugar, Lead, Iron and Coal 
Trusts succeeded. Ooxey had no 
means to make the acquaintance of 
Congressmen, whereas the trusts could put 
up for intimate acquaintance.

After the North St. Louis Garbage Works 
—The Press Closed Out. 

At the hearing of complainants inthe case 

against the sanitary works yesterday after- 


noon Mayor Walbridge, Dr. Homan and Dr. 
Robinson listened to the testimony 
of Dr. Hochdverfer, a physician at the 
Alexian Brothers Hospital; Very Rev. 
Fr. Van der San den, Chancellor of the aio- 
cese, wito resides at the Alexian Brothers’ 
Hospital; C. F. Schilapprizsi, ea grocer, of 
8900 south —＋— 4 Henry Zu mmer. a 
butcher at 4084 South Broadway, and Gus A, 
Hansen, who resides at the corner of Gas- 
conade and Missouri avenues. Their testi- 
a was all in effect that prior to the 
establishment of the garbage reduction 
piant the southern part of the city was free 
of foul smelis, but that since its location 
there the steach was unbearable. 

Mayor Walbridge announced that the 
Board of Health would hold a meeting for 
the transaction ofits regular business and 
that the sanitary works’ case would be con- 
tinued at 2 o’clock this afternoon. 

At the regular meeting of the board Chief 
Sanitary Officer Francis reported that strong 
and unpleasant odors arose from the 
garbage works of the st. Louis S8an- 
itary Co., in North St. Louis, 
on account of the machinery being worn out 
by two years of constant use. The doard de- 
cided to notify the company to appear Sept. 
10 and show cause why the works should not 
be declared a nuisance. 

The board also r the rule instruct- 
ing the superintendents of the several hos - 
pitals and institutions to refase to the press 
ana ersons not authorized to receive 
it information respecting names ot 
patients and the cause or causes 
which led to their admission, 
The superintendents are authorized tore- 
fuse tothe public press admission to their 
institutions whea it is found that this 
courtesy tends to defeat the purpose of the 
above rule. The rules do not restrict re- 
ports made to medical societies nor to 
medical journals.
